Claims 1, 7, 12-14, 20, 25-7, 33 and 38-39 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshigai 
(5606199) . 

The rejection is maintained as in the previous office 
action and is further clarified infra. 

Yoshigai teaches the paddle being attached to the side rail 
by a plurality of paddle support bars 3d and being attached to a 
plurality of cross members 3G by the support bars. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 2-6, 8-11, 15-19, 21-24, 28-32 and 34-37 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoshigai as applied to claims 1, 7, 12-14, 20, 25-7, 33 and 38- 
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39 supra, and further in combination with applicant's admitted 
prior art.
